GE LEFT BRIDE DURING 
THEIR HONEYMOON. 


She Is Worth Millions, of Which He 
Does Not Want a Dollar, and Af- 
ter Fifteen Years She Goes 
to Court.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 17.—Behind 
the remarkable story of the separation of 
the penniless Rev. John Addison Crockett 
and his millionaire wife is a story of too 
much mother-in-law. For 15 years the 
strange story has remained a mystery. Now 
Dr. Crockett has spoken and has laid bare 
the circumstances which have wrecked two 
lives. At least that is what he claims to 
have done, but there are some who think 
he has not and will not. 

The first chapter of the mystery opened 
in Bridgeport in 1884, when Dr. Crockett 


took a wife. 

His bride was Mary Hawley, daughter of 
Marcus Hawley, one of the weaithiest men 
in Connecticut. Their honeymoon took 
them to Florence, Italy, where not only 
did the honeymoon end, but the wedded life 
of the young couple also came to an end. 

At Florence they were joined by Mrs.

Quietly the young husband left Florence 
alone. For mouths the bride and her moth- 
er lingered in Italy, then returned to the 
Connecticut home. No explanation was at- 
tempted. 

So, while folks marveled and gossiped, the 
young husband filled the pulpit of a little 
country church within 16 miles of the Haw- 
ley mansion, where the young wife lived 
with her parents, shunning society and hid-

Republicans in Congress Loud 
in Denouncement. 


THEY START AN INVESTIGATION. 


INSIST THAT THEY ARE SINCERE 
IN THE MOVEMENT. 


Congressman Fitzgerald Inaugurates 
a Fight on the Standard Oil Com- 
pany Under Sherman Anti- 
Combine Law:

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 17.—Both 
pariies in Congress are shouting ‘‘the trusts 
must go’’ and all shouters claim to be sin- 
«ere. Representative Fitzgerald of Massa- 
chusetts yesterday prodded the Standard 
Gil Co. with this resolution: 

“Whereas, It appears as a matter of pub- 
lic record that the Standard Owl Company 
paid, in the City of New York, on March 
15, 1900, the sum of $17,000,000, this amount 
being an extra dividend, tn addition to the 
regular quarterly dividend of $3,000,000; and 

‘“‘Whereas, It is a maiter of public record 
that this last dividend is $0,000,000 in excess 
of the last quarterly dividend paid by this 
corporat.on; and 

‘‘Whereas, It is also a matter of public 
record that the price of Kerosene oil, the 
sole means of lehting used by the middle 
and poorer classes of people, during the 
period of time between the declaration of 
these dividends, was increased 3 cents per 
gallon, constituting a tax on every home in 
the land; therefore, ‘be jt 

‘Resolved, That, in the opinion of Con- 
gress, this action of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany is in direct violation of the provisions 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, and, there- 
fore, punishable by fine and imprisonment, 
and the Attorney-General! is hereby direct- 
ed, in aceordance witn the provisions of 
that act, to direct the several district-at- 
torneys of the United States, in their re- 
spective districts, to institute proper pro- 
ceedings to bring the above-named viola- 
tors of law to justice.”’ 

“TT shall endeavor to have this resolu- 
tion passed,’’ said Mr. Fitzgerald. ae | 
have personal knowledge of the advance 
made in the price of Kerosene oll by the 
trust, and as it is a tax on the majority of 
the people, Congress should take some ac- 
tion to have it stopped. 1 am not actuated 
by a desire to obtain campaign material.’’ 

The Republicans are beginning to realize 
the importance of the trust issue in the 
coming campaign Representative Ray. 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, said 
to-day: ‘‘Existing laws are practically of no 
avail, because of the ease with which they 
are evaded. The peopie of this country 
need protection from the enormous combi- 
nations, but the remedy exists only ina 
constitutional amendment.”’ 

The sub-committee appointed by Mr. Ray 
yesterday to investigate the trusts is con- 
ceded to be one of the strongest that could 
be selected. It is composed largely of the 
ablest lawyers of the House. The commit- 
tee as announced is as follows: Ray, chair- 
man; Jenkins, Overstreet, Littlefield, Terry, 
Lanham and Elliott of South Carolina.

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COFFINS MUST BEAR LABEIS AND 
DIGGERS HAVE CARDS. 


IF THE LAST PLAN DEVELOPS. 


Then Labor Unions Will Control 
Everything That Is Manufactured 
From the Cradle to the Grave. 


CHICAGO, March 17.—The latest depart- 
ments of labor which have been sought out 
by unions are those of coffin making and 
grave digging. Plans for bringing both into 
the union fold have been made and suc- 
cess seems assured. 

A committee has been appointed by the 
woodworkers to unionize the coffin fac- 
tories. They will begin with a factory on 
Carroll avenue. ‘They will insist that each 
casket bear the union label, which is a 
metal plate, with the worus, ‘“‘Union made— 
Amalgamated Woodworkers’ Internatinal 
Union of America.’’ A large number of 
members of the woodworkers organization 
have been empuioyed in the making Of CO.- 
tins, but heretofore there has been no Move- 
ment to compel the manutacturers (0 
unionize their tactories, and so none of the 
caskets have borne the union label. 

i‘o enforce the use of union coffilns, the 
woodworkers, as soon as they have union- 
ized the factories, will attempt to organize 
the grave diggers into a anion, and have 
them refuse absolutely to inter a body un- 
less it is incased in a union-made casket. It 
is estimated that there are about 100 grave 
diggers employed in the cemeteries of Chi- 
cago, and, by organizing them, the labor 
unions feel that the y could control the 
situation. 5 

“We already have union labels on all 
cradles made,”’ said Secretary John Lee ol 
the woodworkers, ‘‘and why should we not 
have union coffins and union grave aiggers. 
It is to the interest of labor men to have 
every article used, from the cradie to the 
grave, union-made. Union labels have 
brought about the use of union underwear. 
thé drinking of union beer, the smaking o! 
union cigars, the consumption of union 
bread. and why should we not label our 


product?’”’

AN UNUSUAL PROBLEM IN PAS- 
SENGER TRAFFIC. 


MRS. PARKHURST’S CHILDREN. 


Two Sets of Twins and All Under Five 
Years of Age—They Occupied Four 
Seats for One Fare. 


An interesting and unusual problem in 
|/ passenger traffic was presented Saturday 
to the railroad agents at Union Station by 
Mrs. Minnie Parkhurst, who was traveling 
from her home in Higginson, Ark., to Roch- 
ester. Minn., where she will visit relatives, 

Mrs. Parkhurst was accompanied by her 
interesting family of seven chiktren, all of 
whom were too small to leave at home, and 
that is the way in which the protiem 
arose. Raflroad companies have a rule 
that children 5 years of age and under may 
travel free when accompanied by a ticket- 
holder. Mrs. Parkhurst’s children were all 
within this Nmit. They consist of two sets 
of twins, 1 and 2 years respectively, and 
a boy @nd a girl, 3 and 4 years old respec- 
tively. 

The question was would the 5-year rule 
apply to Mrs. Parkhurst’s entire family? 
The passenger agents consulted together 
on the answer. They tried to recall prece- 
dents to guide them, but none of them could 
think of a parallel case 

Mrs. Parkhurst meanwhile stood upon her 
rignts. She said the rule of the company 
Was dlear, and that there could not be the 
slightest doubt that her children were en- 
titled to ride without charge. She deciared 
that this right had not bees questioned 
when she purchased her ticket for St. Louls 
at Higginson, and contended that it would 
be unjust to force her to pay for the chil- 
dren’s transportation, as she had not made 
any financial preparations for such an 
emergency. 

Finally Agent Harry C. Apple of the 
Chicago & Alton road decided that Mrs. 
Parkhurst’s contention was just, and thatif 
she held a ticket for her own transpor- 
tation, her children might ride with her 
without extra charge. When he informed 
her of this decision, she immediately pur- 
chased a ticket, and made preparations to 
proceed on her journey. 

“That's where the railroad company gets 
the balance turned against it,”’ said one 
of the passenger agents. ‘‘Mrs. Parkhurst 
and her children are entitled to occupy 
four whole seats on the train to which 
their ticket admits them, and will y but 
one fare for them. But, yo@er the rule 
of the raflroads, governing tne yee ee 
tion of children, she jis clearly entitled to 
all she gets. Fortunately for us, thittse cases 
don’t arrive often. Indeed, I do not recall 
that one presenting such extreme conditions 
ever arose before since I have been at Un- 
don Station. Eight persons riding on one 
ticket is, I think, a precedent that. will 
stand at Union Station for a long time.”

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EIGHT-HOUR DAY IN HOMES, 


Mre. Emmons Blaine of Chicago has organized her house- 
hold to the end that all domestic servants shall have an eight 
hour day, the “force’’ being divided into shifts of eight hours 
each. 

Mrs. Hiaine is always highly original in her benevolence, 
this not being the first time she has shown her humane dis- 
position. 

The objection to this scheme will be on the score of practi- 
cability. As Mrs Clinton Locke points out, it may work in a 
house where there are a large number of servants, but what 
about the maid of all work? There are a thousand homes 
where one servant is employed to one where there are half a 
dozen. And the number in which there are more than six is 
very small. 

Nevertheless the idea is worth discussion. The problem 
of domestic service is a phase of the labor movement of the 
time and will probably be solved along with that. Anything 
which helps in one direction helps in all others. 
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The sprinkling contractors’ “bluff” should not terrify the 
Street Commissioner even for a day. They had ample notice 
They agreed to use a given pattern of sprinkler and should be 
made to live up to the contract. Don’t give them twenty- 
four hours. 
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MR. SHELDON ON TAX DODGING. 


Mr. Sheldon did a good bit of work when he attacked the 
tax-dodgers of Topeka. 

“It is a fact,” says the preacher-editor, “as any Assessor 
will testify, that the poorer people are entirely willing to pay 
on an honest valuation. But with possession of much money 
@ man seems to acquire also a belief that good citizenship 
and taxation sre things far apart.”’ 

This is a severe indictment of the Topeka tax-dodgers. 

And, unhappily, it is too nearly true of other communities.

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A GREAT RISCCVERY, 


The competition among Post-Dispatch readers for a prize 
for the best article suggesting the names of most famous 
Americans is bringing to the front some almost forgotten 
names.

Among these is Joseph Henry, discoverer of the electro- 
magnet, without which, as a writer truly says, “all modern 
electrical development would have been imposaible." 

The fact that a piece of soft iron, placed in a coil of copper 
wire through which an electric current was passing, became 
@ powerful magnot, seemed at the time of small consequence. 
Yet it made porsible the Morse telegraph, the Bell telephone, 
the dynamo and the electric railway. 

The dynamo, which can be built to develop 10,000 horse- 
power and over, is nothing but a huge electro-magnet with 
a wire-wound armature between ita poles. When the current 
of electricity passes through the coils of wire surrounding 


waterfall or other source of power, this simple arrangement 
| of soft iron and copper wire will reproduce that power and do 
the work of thousands of men or horses. 

This ought to act ag a stimulant on the young inventor of 
to-day. The field of knowledge is illimitable. Who will be 
the next genius to give the world something as valuable as 
the electro-magnet ?

A NEWSPAPER WONDER. 


When you open up your Post-Dispatch or other newspaper 
it may cause you to feel some wonder if you know that, in all 
probability, yours are the first hands that have ever touched 
its inside pages. 

The reason for this is that the paper is made from wood 
pulp. The woodman cuts down a spruce tree. It is hauled 
to the mill. There machinery strips off the bark, reduces the 
wood to pulp and makes it into paper. At every turn cranes, 
derricks, chains, cogs, rollers, steel teeth and other mechanical] 
contrivances keep the material out of human hands. The 
immense rolls are wound by. machines, loaded into car and 
wagon by machinery, put into pressroom and on to presses by 
other machinery, and finally printed and folded without hav- 
ing been directly touched by any human hand. 

This is a mechanical marvel of to-day which is no doubt 
duplicated in other branches of industry. It is very striking 
in the newspaper industry, which stands in the very front 
rank of mechanical perfection. 


The hardest work of a United States Senator seems to be 
to convince the people of his State that there are no vacan- 
cies in the Government departments at Washington.

forate, records 
show that in 
1870,when I pre- 
sided over @ 
congregation of 
400 families at 
Locust Gap and 
at this place, 
there were 4 
marriages. Last 
year in 300 fam- 
ilies there were 
40 marriages. 
There should at 
least be 12 mar- 


riages annually to every 100 families. A 
large percentage of the young men of my 
parish are improvident. To-day they have 
scarcely one dollar to their names. Some 
of them earn $30, $40, $0 and $60 per month, 
and a few earn more than that. 
The young women, first of all, do 
marry because they want to step 
places where their mothers left off, Un- 
derstand, their mothers cultivated the 
sweets of home after years of endeavor. 
Why should not girls of to-day also be 
willing to undertake so bright a task? 
They are not to be blamed for refusing 
to encourage the young man to marry 
when he cannot take care of himself. 
The young men of my parish are not too 
bashful to propose marriage. They simply 
associate with the girls for the society 
of the hour, feeling that if they were to 
persist in their attentions they might 
fall in love with the maidens and tn the 
end be refused their hands in marriage.

MONEY FOR WARD WORKERS. 


New Office Created and a Bill for Re- 
lief Introduced. 

While the cry is being raised that there is 
no money with which to pay the legitimate 
expenses of the city government. the iIn- 
crease of questionable expenditures goes 
merrily on. 

The Council Friday night passed a bill 
providing for the creation of a new office, 
that of clerk to the assistant prosecuting 
attorney, at a salary of $900 a year. 

A bill was presented to the Council from 
the House for the relief of Magnus W. 
Holtz, assistant clerk of the First District 
Pelice Court. The bill carries an appro- 
priation of $%4%.%, which is to be paid to 
Holtz for services rendered as assistant 


16, 1990. Holtz was appointed without au- 
thority of law. The office was simply 
created by the Republican machine In order 
to provide a job for a worker. The Auditor 
refused to pay his salary because there 
was no legal authority for the office he was 
holding and a bill was passed creating the 
office. The bill went into effect Jan. 16. 
In the meantime, Holtz continued to hoid 
the office, knowing that he had no legal 
status, but depending upon the administra- 
tion to “save his bacon.’ This the ad- 
ministration proposes to do by the passage 
of a bill ordering the Auditor to pay him 
$435.50 for services rendered during the time 
when there was no iegal authority for the 
office he was holding.

PENNILESS IN ST. LOUIS. 


Her Neighbcrs at Rich Hill, Mo., 
Thought This City Would Fur- 
nish Her Transportation. 


Mme. Sarah Frere and her family of five 
children are in pitiable circumstances at 
Union Station. They desire to return to 
France, their native land, but have no 
money with which to continue their jour- 
ney. 

Mrs. Frere came to the United States 
three years ago, soon after the death of 
her husband. She was penni.ess and had 
a ag! family to support. Somebody 
her at the United States offered oppor- 
tunities for her to make a living that were 
“mot to be had in France. So she sailed for 
New York, where she remained a year. Shea 
found life sO hard that she started West 
in search of something better. She located 
at Rich Hill, Mo. 

She soon found she had not bettered her- 
self, but remained there in the hope times 
would improve for her. They grew worse, 
however, and a few days ago, she felt 
longing ‘to return to her native vine-clad ; 
hills. She told her neighbors she beiieved 
that if she could once more reach France 
she cou.d get aid from old friends and 
would find pienty for herseif and children 
to do. She says the. neighbors urged her 
to make the attempt to return. When she 
told them she had no money, she claims 
they told her to sell her furniture and se- 
cure sufficient funds to reach St. Louis, 
where the public would provide her with 


» transportation all the way to France. 


She beiieved these statements and sold 
ber furniture. With the litt.e that ehe real- 
ized from it she purchased tickets to St. 
Louis. After this transaction, she had only 
a fow coppers left. She left Rich Hill Frt- 
day night, arriving in St. Louis Saturday. 
She was placed in the custody of Matron 
fiunter. They had not had any food siice 
leaving Rich Hill and the Matron secured 
a good breakfast for them. 

Mme. Frere seemed toa have been im- 
pressed through the statements of her Rich 
Hill neighbors with the idea that upon ar- 
riving at U ogg Station all she would have 
to do would be to walt for the pablic to 
provide her with the necessary funds to 
continue her travel io France. But she saon 
learned that no one was particularly inter- 
ested in her and that getting money tor 
her aid would be quite as difficult in St. 
Louis as in Rich Hill, notwithstanding the 
aesurances of her friends. 

Matron Hunter told her that if only a few 
dollars were needed to carry her to her ces- 
tination it might be pracured, but that 
raising enough money to pay 
France was out of the question, 
Frere was made despondent by this 
mation, She insisted that she must 
France and would not hear 
ing made to get work for‘ner in St. L 
She was tired of the United States, where 
she had never been able to do more than 
eke out a mMeager existence. She had 
up her mind she could not live without re- 
turning to France, and declared she wou'd 
not lose hope that some kind-hearted per- 
son would assist her on her way. 

She finaly eoneluded that she 
make application to SM. Seguvinot, 
Consul in this city, for She satd
